I. MI Jermy Harcourt, Underſheriff to Miles Branthwayte, 
Eſq; Sheriff of the county of Norfolk, on his appoſal be- 
fore the Curſitor Baron, objected to the Sheriff s being 
charged with certain annual ſums or fee- farms, amounting to 28. 45. 
10g, on pretence that they were illeviable, by reaſon the particular 
lands or tenements charged with the payment of them were not par- 


ticularly deſcribed in the proceſs of the pipe. — The Curſitor Baron was 
of opinion, that as thoſe annual ſums had been anſwered by the 


immediate preceding Sheriff, and by all other former Sheriffs, 
Mr. Branthwayte ought to remain charged with them. 


On the motion of Mr. Branthwayte's counſel the following order 
was made by the court of Exchequer. 


Among the orders of Trinity Term in the ena and thir- 
tieth years of the reign of his preſent Majeſty King George the Second, 
in the Book of Orders of the court of Exchequer, in the Lord Trea- 
ſurer's Remembrancer's office there is contained as follows,

eighteen ſhillings and ten pence, Dunſton two ſhillings, Gowthorpe 
twenty pence, Intwood three ſhillings and one penny, Keſtwick four 
ſhillings and two pence, Great Melton nine ſhillings, Little Melton 
three ſhillings, Mulberton three ſhillings and three farthings, New- 
ton fix ſhillings and eleven pence, Swardiſton eleven ſhillings and 
fixpence, Swainſthorpe ſix ſhillings and eleven pence, Wrenning- 
ham fix ſhillings and eleven pence; and for the lands heretofore of

— Seven- 
teen ſhillings more for divers rents in the ſeveral townſhips within 
the Hundred of Taverham, to wit, in the townſhip of Sprowſton 
ſix ſhillings and eight pence, Taverham three ſhillings and eight 
pence; and Wroxham fix ſhillings and eight pence. — And ſeventy 
five ſhillings and ſeven pence half-penny more for fourſcore and nine- 
teen rents within the Hundred of Depwade, amounting together in the 
whole to the ſum of twenty-eight pounds four ſhillings and ten pence far- 
thing. Now upon the motion of Mr. Perrott, on the behalf of the ſaid 
Miles Branthwayte, late Sheriff of the ſaid county of Norfolk, praying 
that the ſaid late Sheriff may, by virtue of an act of parliament, made 
and paſſed in the thirteenth and fourteenth years of the reign of 
his late Majeſty King Charles the Second, intitled, an act for pre- 
venting the unneceſſary charge of Sheriffs, and for eaſe in paſſing 
their accounts, be diſcharged of the faid ſeveral rents and ſums of 
money : Whereupon, and upon hearing the faid Mr. Perrott, and 
upon reading a conſtat of the ſaid rents from the pipe-office, and the 
ſeveral affidavits of Jermy Harcourt, Gentleman, James Johnſton, 
Gentleman, Arnel Johnſon, Peter Neale, James Dover, and William 
Lawrence, it is this day ordered by the court, that Mr. Attorney 
General do, upon notice of this order to be given to the clerk and 
Comptroller of the Pipe, and to John Sharpe, Eſq; Sollicitor of the 
Treaſury, ſhew cauſe to this court at the ſetting dum of cauſes after 
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this preſent T; rinity Term, why the faid late Sheriff ſhould not be 
— of the ſaid rents, purſuant to the ſaid act of parliament. 

By the COURT. 


By the affidavits mentioned in this order, the Underſheriff ſwears, 
that he having been ſeveral times Underſheriff of the county of 
Norfolk, found by experience, that ſeveral of the rents written in 
the ſummons of the Pipe could not be collected, by reaſon the 
particular lands. or tenements charged with the payment thereof were 
not expreſſed in the ſummons of the Pipe, or in the warrants granted 
to the Bailiffs for levying the ſame, which warrants are always made 
agreeable to the ſummons. That, in order to do all in his power 
to receive the ſaid rents, he, after receiving the ſummons of the Pipe 
directed to the late Sheriff, endeavoured to find out and diſcover the 
particular lands or tenements charged with the ſeveral farms and 
rents therein expreſſed ; and. that for that purpoſe, about Trinity 
Term 1756, he applied to the proper officer of the Pipe in whoſe 
diviſion Norfolk is, who in his preſence inſpected divers ancient rolls 
in the office of the Pipe, but that no account could be got from them, 
further or more particularly than is compriſed in the Jaid ſummons, and 
that the officer aſſured him it was not in his power to give him any fur- 
ther information in the premiſſes. The Sheriffs Bayliffs by their affi- 
davits ſwear, that they endeavoured to colle& the faid rents but 
could not do it, the perſons of whom they demanded them refuſing 
to pay them. That ſome of them admitted theſe rents had been 
formerly paid, but not for many years, and that they would pay 
them no more; becauſe the Bayliffs could not aſcertain the particular. 
pPremiſſes on which they were charged, 


The officers of the Pipe, on their being ſerved with the order 
of the 6th July 1756, which by ſubſequent orders ſtands enlarged 
to Eaſter Term 1758, declared they had nothing to offer againſt its 
being made abſolute. 


But upon further inquiry, it appearing that the rents objected to 
were given in charge in the ſummons of the Pipe to the late Sheriff, 
in the fame manner as they had been for above go years imme- 

diately 
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diately , preceeding; during which time the Sheriffs of Norfolk 
had conſtantly and uniformly accounted and anſwered them to 
the crown: The collector oftheſe papers on the 18th November 17 56, 
laid this matter before the Lords of his Majeſty's treaſury, who gave 
orders to oppoſe what was prayed by the Sheriff” of Norfolk, un- 
til the ſtate of the caſe was fully examined, and for that purpoſe 
their Lordſhips directed that the proper officers of the Pipe ſhould 
forthwith draw * a ſtate of the original of the rents in . | 


Os. applying to ho officers of the Pipe, after turning over and 


examining many. of the Pipe rolls, they declared it was not in their 
power. to trace the original of the Rents in queſtion, or give any 
other explanation concerning them than what appeared in the roll 
of the 27th year of his preſent Majeſty a copy of ſo much of 
that roll as relates to the Hundreds in which any of the rents in 
. 278 lye, is tranſcribed 1 in the Appendix, No. I. 


In this roll the names of the perſons of whom, or the lands or tene- 
ments out of which, the rents in queſtion are to be levied are not ſet 
forth particularly and expreſsly, except by way of reference to for- 
mer rolls of the Pipe, in which they are minutely and particularly 
deſcribed; this is conformable to the ancient method obſerved in 
writing the Pipe roll, and to immemorial uſage and practice; and 
it is ſubmitted, that, after a uniform acquieſcence to this method for 
near a century, it ou ght not now to be altered or varied. 


However, as 8 preſent application of the Sheriff of N orfolk is 
admitted to be new, and as the ſame objection would extend equally 
to all the crown's other rents of the like ſort, ſent in proceſs to this 
and other Sheriffs, the officers of the Pipe were deſired to make 
out a conſtat of all thoſe rents in different counties, that the mag- 
nitude of the preſent queſtion might be known. A. copy of this 
conſtat is ſet forth in the Appendix, No. II. by which it appears they 
amount, excluſive of the like rents in the counties Palatine of 
Durham, Cheſter, and Lancaſter, to the annual ſum of 86311. 
105. 11, a large revenue, which at 30 years purchaſe may be com- 
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puted as worth 258, 900 J. Should the preſent attempt have 
ſucceeded, without being minutely traced and examined into, no 
reaſon can be aſſigned, why all the reſt of this annual ſum of 
8631 J. might not, in a few years, be diſcharged, upon the fame 
principles. 


Under theſe circumſtances, and to reſcue Þ large a revenue of 
the crown from the danger of being loſt, the collector of theſe 
papers found himſelf under a neceſſity of undertaking what was 
ſtrictly and ſolely the duty of the officers of the Pipe, the drawing 
up the preſent ſtate of facts, in order to determine of the propriety of 
the preſent application, and the giving proper directions for the pre- 
ſerving and collecting this revenue for the future. 


The Sheriff of Norfolk's application being founded ſingly upon 
the act of the 13th and 14th of Charles II. In anſwer to it, 
it might be ſufficient to prove, that in the preſent caſe, that act is 
effectually complied with; but, in order to throw further light 
on the queſtion by its being fully underſtood, and to prevent fu- 
ture applications by other Sheriffs, to the court to be diſcharged of 
the like rents under any of the other laws which relate to Sheriffs 
accompts, it was judged not to be improper to take this matter up 
more early, and to conſider the queſtion relating to Sheriff's 
accompts as it ſtood both before, and at the time of the paſſing 
that law. 


II. Sheriffs were anciently accountable to the crown for three 
kind of ferms : the Firma Comitatus —the Crementum Comi- 
tatus—and the Firma de proficuo Comitatus. y 


The two firſt were payable for the ſtated and certain annual reve- 
nues of the crown, collected by the Sheriffs, and for which, un- 
til the ſtatutes ef the 34 and 35 H. VIII. & 2 and 3 Ed. VI. they 
were bound to anſwer to the crown in all events on their account, 
and unleſs they comply with the terms and conditions preſcribed by 
thoſe acts, which no Sheriffs have ever — they at this time re- 


main 
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main chargeable, and are to accompt for ſuch of the rents included 
in the two firſt of thoſe ferms, as are annually given them in charge 
by the ſummons: of the Pipe; and this, whether thoſe rents are 
collected by them or not. That this was the law and ancient 
uſage of the Exchequer will not be diſputed. 


The ſtatute of 4 Ed. III. c. 12. expreſsly recites, * that all the 
counties in England were in old times aſſeſſed to a certain ferm, and 
that the Hundreds and Wapentakes in the Sheriffs hands were then 
rated to this ferm, and after were approvers ſent into divers coun- 
ties, which did zncreaſe the ferms of ſome Hundreds and Wapen- 


The ſame rule was obſerved with regard to the ferm de Proficuo 
Comitatus, which aroſe from perquiſites and profits of the county 
and other courts, and of divers other caſualties, and uncertain pro- 
fits within their counties, until the 1 H. IV. when the following 
act of parliament was made, directing how far Sheriffs ſhould 
be chargeable with the ferms of the county. 


Item, Whereas the ſaid commons by their petition have ſhewed 
in the ſame parliament how the Sheriffs of counties within the realm, 
be charged with the ancient ferm of the ſame counties, whereas a 
great parcel of the profits of the ſame is given ſeverally to Lords and 
other the King's liege people, ſo that the ſame Sheriffs cannot pay 
their ferm, without doing extortion in the ſaid counties, in great op- 
preſſion and hindrance, as well of the ſaid Sheriffs, as of the inha- 
bitants of the ſaid counties: Our Lord the King conſidering the 
miſchiefs aforeſaid, by the advice and aſſent of the Lords and com- 
mons aforeſaid, hath ordained and eſtabliſhed, that from henceforth 
the Sheriff of the county of Eſſex and Hertford in ſpecial, and 
the Sheriffs of other counties aforeſaid, for the time being, ſhall ac- 
compt in the Exchequer, and have allowance y their oath of the 
iſſues of the ſaid counties (a), as well after the date of their patents made

to them by the ſaid late King Richard, as for all times to come: 
And if any Sheriff from henceforth do any extortion to the people, 
and be thereof attainted, he ſhall be duly puniſhed for the ſame ex- 
tortion at the King's will. 5 5 


The Sheriff however, after the makin g this act, endeavoured to 
avail themſelves of the title of the act, which appears to have been 
miſtaken, and inſiſted it extended to all the three ferms with which 


they were chargeable. But the Barons of the Exchequer would 


not underſtand it in that ſenſe; their refuſal produced ſundry ap- 
Plications to parliament in this and the following reign, till at length, 
on the petition of the commons to parliament, in the 4 H. V. this 
doubt was removed by a ſtatute then made, that Sheriffs ſhall have 


c allowance upon their accompts of things caſual.” 


Stat 4 H. v. Item, That all the Sheriffs of England ſhall have allowance upon

their accompts, by their oaths, of things caſual as of eſtreats that be 
vt in ferm, nor in demand; but all ſuch things that be or run in 
yearly ferms, or yearly demands, they ſhall be charged to the King, 
as the Sheriffs have been charged in that caſe in times paſt (a).

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III. The ſtatute made in the 34 & 35 H. VIII. c. 16. recites, 
That where the Sheriffs for the moſt part of the counties within 
this realm of England and and be charged and chargeable toward his 
Highneſs by reaſon of their ſaid offices of Sheriffwicks, with divers 
ancient fermes annexed unto the corps of the ſame counties; that 
is to ſay, 


1. With one ferm demanded of the Sheriff of every of the 
ſaid counties for the time being, in one whole ſum under this title 
De vic. de rem. firm. Com. poſt ter. dat. which ferm did, and yet 
partly doth grow and accrue, as well of the iſſues and profits of 
ſuch lands and tenements, as from the conqueſt unto the 11th year 
of the reign of King Edward the Firſt, did remain in the hands 
of the King's moſt noble progenitors, and ſome of them do alſo 
yet remain in the hands of the King's Majeſty, under the charge 
and cuſtody of the Sheriffs of the ſame counties for the time be- 
ing, as parcel of the antient demeans and inheritances of the crown 
of England not granted nor given away; as alſo rents of aſſize, 
rents called common fines, ſheeriffsaids, and other rents certain be- 
longing to the ſame farm.

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2. And the other ferm demanded likewiſe in another whole 
ſum,—videlicet, De vic. de firma proficui Com. which farm did, 
and yet partly doth, riſe and grow of the perquiſites and profits of 
the courts holden by the Sheriffs, at the county days, Sheriffs turns 
and Hundreds, and of divers other caſualties and profits yearly hap- 
pening, and falling within the Hundreds and Wapentakes of the 
ſaid ſeveral counties, parcel of the corps of the ſame counties, of old 
time annexed to the ſaid crown of England. 


3. And alſo, ſtand and be charged and chargeable by reaſon of 
their faid offices, with divers ſums of money demanded of them 
ſeverally, for the fermes of divers purpreſtures, aſſarts, ſerjeanties 
and minute rents, and other ferms exacted and demanded of the 
Sheriff under the title or name of the Sheriff, as in the Rolls, and 
memorandums of the King's court of his Exchequer more plainly 
it may appear. 


Which ferms and other ſums of money before rehearſed, be 
not, nor of long time have been, hy levied or gathered by any of 
the ſaid Sheriffs; but part of them have been yearly lo/?, and not col- 


_ kefted, partly becauſe of the ſaid Sheriffs, in times paſt, have forborne 


to aſk or demand the ſame, or for to diſtrain therefore; ſo that it is 
now not certainly known what lands or perſons ſhould be charged or 


chargeable therewith, And partly, becauſe great part of the lands 


and tenements, Hundreds and Wapentakes, out whereof part of 
the rents and profits belonging to the ſaid ſeveral ferms did iſſue and 
grow, have been given by the King's highneſs, or his noble proge- 
nitors, to ſundry perſons, diſcharged of the ſame rents and profits, 


and yet no allowance or deduction hath been required or made 


thereof. 


And now, of late, divers manors, lands, tenements, rents, ſuits, 
ſervices, hundreds, weapentakes lathes and rapes, which were alſo 
chargeable with certain rents, ferms and profits, parcel of the ſaid 
farms before rehearſed, be come to the Poſſeſſion of the King's 

= Majeſty 
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Majeſty, by the gift, grant, diſſolution, ſurrender or attainder of 
divers late Monaſteries or houſes of religion, late ſurrendered, diſ- 
ſolved, or otherwiſe come to his Majeſty's hands, by occaſion 
whereof the ſaid rents, ferms, and profits which did come and grow 
out of the fame, be now clearly extinguiſhed and determined. By 
reaſon whereof the ſaid Sheriffs have heretofore ſuſtained, and from 
henceforth be like to ſuſtain much more loſs and damage in the ſaid 
ferms and charges before rehearſed, upon the determination of their 
accounts in the King's court of his Exchequer, than they were 


wont to do, unleſs ſome good remedy be the ſooner provided -for 
them in this behalf. 


It is therefore enacted, that from henceforth all and every perſon 
which now is or hereafter ſhall be Sheriff or Sheriffs, for any county 
or counties, accountable or anſwerable in the ſaid Exchequer, ſhall, 
at his day of preſiction, immediately after he is ſworn to account of the 
ſues and profits of his office of Sheriffwick, and every other perſon 
which of late hath been Sheriff or Sheriffs of any of the ſaid coun- 
ties, and have no tallie of reward, nor have not yet determined his 
or theis account, or otherwiſe be diſcharged or pardoned thereof, 
ſhall in the ſame term that he taketh his oath to account, be ſworn by 
himſelf or by his attorney or deputy, ſworn for him when he ſhall 
anſwer before the Lord Treaſurer or Chamberlain, Chancellor, and 
Barons of the faid Exchequer or in the abſence of the faid Lord 
Treaſurer, Chamberlains, or Chancellor, or any of them, then be- 
fore ſuch of the ſaid Lord Treaſurer, Chamberlaines, Chancellor, 
and of the ſaid Barons, as then ſhall happen to be preſent in the faid 
court, to bring in and deliver into the ſaid court, rolls or ſchedules of parch- 
ment, containing in them truly without omiſſion or concealment, a// 
ſuch particular ſums of money which he hath levied, or lawfully might have | 
* levied, to his witting or knowledge, within his bailiwick, as part or parcel 
of the ſaid ancient ferms, and the other ferms before rehearſed, making 
expreſs and diſtinct mention in the ſame rolls or ſchedules, as nie as be 
or they can or may, of what perſon, and in what lands and tenements, 


and for «what cauſe the ſame particular ſums, and every of them be 
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levied or leviable toward the making of fame ferm, or any of them. 
And that, AFTER the fame rolls or ſchedules fo delivered, and the 
particular ſums of money in them contained, appertaining to their 
proper farms, caſt and rated before the ſaid Lord Treaſurer, Cham- 
berlains, Chancellor and Barons, or before the ſaid Barons, in the 
abſence of the ſaid Lord Treaſurer, Chamberlains, Chancellor, for 
the time being, or any of them, the ſame Lord Treaſurer, Cham- 
berlains, Chancellor, and the ſaid Barons, or the ſaid Barons in the 
abſence of the ſaid Treaſurer, Chamberlains, or Chancellor, or of any 
of them for the time being, ſhall have full power and authority, by 
this act, to make allowance, exoneration, and deduction in the ſaid 
open court, from time to time, by their diſcretions, to every ſuch 
perſon in every the ſaid ferms, of ſo much money as the ſaid ferms 
ſhall be more than the ſaid particulars fo apportioned and contented 
in the ſaid rolls or ſchedules do amount unto. And for receiving and 
recovery of ſuch parcels belonging to any of the faid farms, or 
other the premiſſes omitted out of the ſaid rolls or ſchedules, and 
for ſaving of other the King's antient rights and inheritances an- 
ſwerable in the ſaid Exchequer, which be now wrongfully with- 
drawn, and unjuſtly with-holden from his poſſeſſion: The Lord 
Treaſurer, Chamberlains, Chancellor, and Barons of the ſaid Ex- 
chequer, or the ſame Barons in the abſence of the ſaid Treaſurer, 
Chamberlains, and Chancellor, or any of them ſhall, from time to 
time, award ſuch proceſs, and uſe ſuch convenient ways and means 
by commiſſion or otherwiſe, according to the courſe of the ſaid Ex- 
chequer, and further, as ſhall be deviſed by their diſcretion, ſo that 
the King, his heirs and ſucceſſors, may be truly anſwered of the 
iſſues and profits of the ſame, without other warrant, to be purſued 
and obtained for the premiſſes, pr any part thereof; any ſtatute, 
act, ordinance, or uſe heretofore to the contrary had, made, or uſed 
in any wiſe notwithſtanding (a). 


In the beginning of the next reign, 2 & 3 Ed. VI.c.4. an act paſſed, 


for the Sheriffs of England to have certain allowances upon their 
« accounts.” This act recites the ſtatute of the 34 and 35 H. VIII c.16.

and 
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and that, albeit it was meant at the time of the making of the ſaid 
act, as it may appear by the words of the ſaid act, that Sheriffs 
ſhould not be charged upon theis accounts, but only with ſuch 
ſums of money as they might lawfully levy, and that the ſaid Sheriffs 
are, and have been, fince the making of the ſaid act, more and 
ſorer charged, vexed and troubled than they were before, to the 
great impoveriſhment of men of worſhip and gentlemen within. 
this realm that have been Sheriffs, and fo it is likely to be to all 
ſuch as hereafter ſhall be Sheriffs, if remedy be not provided in this 
behalf; it was thereby enacted, that the ſaid former act, and all 
clauſes and ſentences in the fame contained, ſhould be from thence- 
forth clearly fruſtrate, and void to all intents and purpoſes, other 
than hereafter in this act ſhould be ſpecified. 


3. And it further enacts, that the Sheriffs which ſhall be made 
from henceforth within all the ſhires of England, and alſo ſuch as 
have not made or finiſhed their account or accounts, ſhall have 
ſuch and like tallies of reward, and all ſuch other allowances as they 
had before the making of the ſaid former act, or elſe the ſame Sheriffs 
which ſhall be, or heretofore have been, to be at their election, and 
choice to account, and all other things to do, according to the aforeſaid 
former act. And that they, and every of them that fo ſhall account, 
and take no tallie of rward, ſhall be in, and by all things intreated 
in the King 8 Exchequer, as tho' the ſaid former act were, and 
ſhould continue in his full ſtrength and effect any thing before 
ſpecified notwithſtanding. 


4. And that the ſame tallies of reward, and every of them, by 
force of this preſent act, without any further warrant or warrants 
to be obtained for the ſame, ſhall be levied or ſtriken at the re- 
ceipt of the King's Majeſty's Exchequer, in due manner and form 
with ſuch like letters or writings upon the ſame tallies, and every 
of them, as before the making of the faid former act were, and 
have been accuſtomed to be levied and ſtriken. | 


5. And 
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5. And that the fame tallies ſo hereafter there to be levied md ſtriken 
ſhall be delivered unto every of the ſame Sheriffs, or their ſufficient 


Attorney for them, without preſt or other charge to be ſet upon 
them for the ſame. 


6. And that this act ſhall be a ſufficient warrant and diſcharge 
unto the treaſurer of England, and all other officers within the ſaid 


receipt, for ſtriking, levying, and delivery of the faid tallies, and 
every of them. 


7. And further, that all thoſe Sheriffs that hereafter ſhall be 
made within thoſe ſhires of England, where as no tallies of reward here- 
tefore have been by the King's Majeſty's moſt noble progenitors given and 
granted; and ſuch Sheriffs as ſhall hereafter take no tallie of reward (a), 
ſhall, in conſideration of their great coſts, charges, and expences, 
which they ſhall bear and ſuſtain, as well by the diets of the Juſti- 
ces of aſſizes or by any other means have upon the end of their ac- 
counts, and of every of them ſuch allowances, upon a petition to 
be made by the ſame Sheriffs, or any of them, in a bill to be brought 
in by the ſame Sheriffs and every of them of their ſaid coſts and 
charges, upon which bills the ſame Sheriffs to be ſworn in their 
own proper perſons, or by their Underſheriffs, or lawful Attorney 
thereunto admitted to be true, without warrant or tallie ſuing for 
the ſame. 


8. And alſo, that all Sheriffs which hereafter ſhall take no tallie 
of reward, and every of them ſhall be diſcharged upon their accounts, 
of all ſuch ferms, goods, chattles, profits, caſualties and ſums of 
money, which they might, or ſhould be charged with, upon their 
accounts in the ſaid Exchequer, by what title or name ſoever they

may 
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may be named, or upon whatſoever perſon or perſons they ſhall 
be eſtreated, or out of whatſoever lands and tenements they ſhall 
be going forth, as they cannot levy or come by. 


9. And that all other Sherifis which ſhall hereafter take any 
tallie of reward, ſhall in like manner be diſcharged of all ferms 
and ſums of money aforeſaid (except only of the vicountiels of their 
ſhires wherewith they ſhall be charged and anſwerable, as they 
were before the making of the foreſaid former act.) And allo, 
the ſame Sheriffs of every ſhire of England that now be, or here- 
tofore have been, or that hereafter ſhall be, and every of them 
ſhall have plain deduction and allowance in their ſaid accounts, of 
all ſuch ſum and ſums of money as they, or any of them ſhall make, 
or have made true petition of, for, or concerning ſuch poſſeſſions 
and hereditaments as be come unto, or were in the King's Ma- 
jeſty's hands or any his progenitors by unity of poſſeſion, or by any 
mean, out of the which any part or parcel of the foreſaid vicoun- 
tiels were at any time beretofore leviable or levied. And that the Lord 
Treaſurer, Chamberlain, Chancellor, and Barons of the ſaid Ex- 
chequer, or in the abſence of the ſaid Lord Treaſurer, Chamber- 
lains and Chancellor, the faid Barons ſhall, by authority of this 
act, give, and make allowance, deduction and exoneration to every 


of the ſaid Sheriffs of the ſaid n and of all other things 
without any other warrant. 


10. Provided always, that every of the ſaid Sheriffs af his day of 
prefixion, immediately after that he or his Deputy or Attorney, is 
ſworn to account for the iſſues and profits of his office of Sheriffwick 
ſhall, by himſelf or by his Attorney or Deputy, ſworn for him when 
he ſhall anſwer before the Lord Treaſurer, Chamberlains Chan- 
cellor, and Barons of the faid Exchequer, or in the abſence of 
the ſaid Lord Treaſurer, Chamberlains or Chancellor, or any of 
them; then before ſuch of the faid Lord Treaſurer, Chamber- 
lains or Chancellor, and of the faid Barons as then ſhall happen' to 
be preſent in the ſaid court of Exchequer, 7c bring in and deliver into

without omiſſion or concealment, all ſuch particular ſums of money whi cb 


he hath levied, or lawfully might have levied, to his witting or know- 
ledge, within his Bailiwick, as part or parcel, as well of the ſaid ferms 
called vicountiels in the ſaid former af expreſſed, as of all other ferms, 
of what name er title ſcever they be called, being eftreated, written, or 
otherwiſe charged to any of the Sheriffs out of the ſaid court of Exche- 
quer, making expreſs and diſtin mention, in the ſame rolls or 
ſchedules, as nigh as he or they can or may, of what perſon, and 
what. lands and tenements, and for what cauſe the ſame particular ſums 
of money, and every of them be levied or leviable. And that, after the 
ſame rolls or ſchedules ſo delivered, and the particular ſums of 
money in them contained, appertaining to their proper ferms, caſt 
and rated in the ſaid court, the ſaid Lord Treaſurer, Chamberlains, 
Chancellor, and the faid Barons in the abſence of the ſaid Treaſurer, 
Chamberlains or Chancellor, or any of them for the time being, 
ſhall have full power and authority, by this act, for the levying and 
recovery of ſuch parcels belonging to any the ſaid farms called 
vicountiels, or any other ferms by what name or title ſoever they 
ſhall be called, being omitted out of the ſaid rolls or ſchedules, and 
for ſaving of other the King's antient rights and inheritances anſwer- 
able in the ſaid Exchequer, which be now wrongfully withdrawn, 
or unjuſtly withholden from the King's Majeſty his poſſeſſions, and 
ſhall have power and authority, from time to time, to award ſuch 
proceſs, and uſe ſuch convenient ways and means, by commiſſion 
or otherwiſe, according to the courſe of the ſaid Exchequer, and 
further as ſhall be deviſed by their diſcretion ; ſo that the King's 
Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, may be truly anſwered of the 
iſſues and profits of the ſame: This act, or any other ſtatute, act, 


ordinance, or uſe heretofore to the contrary had made or uſed, in any 
wiſe notwithſtanding. 


11. And furthermore, that the ſaid Treaſurer, Chamberlains, 
Chancellor, and Barons of the ſaid Exchequer, or the ſaid Barons 
in the abſence of the ſaid Treaſurer, Chamberlains, or Chancellor,

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or any of them for the time being, hall have full power and authority, 


by their diſcretions, from time to time, to give and allow unto all 
and every ſuch commiſſioner or commiſſioners, as they ſhall aſſign 
and appoint by their diſcretion, to inquire of the ſaid ferms and 


other the King's rights withdrawn, their reaſonable coſts and 
charges as from time to time to them ſhall ſeem good and convenient. 


Aſter this act, tallies of . grew into diſuſe, Sheriffs finding 
it more for their benefit to avail themſelves of the alterations thereby 
introduced in their favour. 


The oath of the Sheriff, or his Underſheriff, that he was not able 


to levy this, or that rent parcel of his vicountiels, or this or that 


ferm wherewith he ſtood charged in the proceſs of the Pipe, be- 
came a foundation for the court's ordering the Sheriff to be diſ- 
charged of thoſe rents or ferms.— This was often done, without 
the Sheriff's previouſly complying with what he was required to do 

by the acts of H. VIII. and Ed. VI. - his delivering in upon 
oath rolls or ſchedules of ſuch of his ferms and vicountiels as he 
had levied, with an account, from what perſons, out of what lands, 
and for what cauſe the ſame were levied. Had this, which was the 


terms upon which the eaſe given to Sheriffs by thoſe acts of parlia- 


ment was granted, been complied with in the firſt inſtances, many of 
the crown's rents, which, for want of thoſe memorials, have been 
ſince loſt, would have been effectually preſerved. 


On the 6th July 1650, the following order was made by the court 
of Exchequer touching Sheriffs ferms and vicountiel rents. 


| Whereas the Sheriffs of ſeveral counties of England ſtand charged 
in the great roll of the Pipe, and have ſo ſtood charged antiently 
with divers ſums of money in groſs, ſub nomine Vicecomitis; under 
the ſeveral titles of De rem. firm. com. poſt terras datas: de veteribus 
crementis comitatus.

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verſas foreſtas ; and the like. And the ſaid Sheriffs yearly, and * 
year to year, have been and ſtill are, commanded by the ſummons 
of the Pipe to levy the ſame as heretofore, to the uſe of the crown, 


ſo now to the uſe of the commonwealth, without expreſſing where, 


of whom, for what cauſe, or out of what lands or tenements the 
fame are particularly to be levied by the faid Sheriffs, or out of what. 
particulars the ſaid ſums in groſs do ſo ariſe ; in regard where, and that 


it hath heretofore appeared in the time of King H. VIII. upon com- 
plaint of the Sheriffs, that a great part of the particular rents and 


annual ſums of money, wherewith the ſaid Sheriffs do ſtand charged 
upon their accompts in groſs, had been long before that time payable 
by Monaſteries, Abbots, Priors, attainted perſons, and the like, whoſe 
_— were come to the crown, and fo ought to be diſcharged by 

unity of poſſeſſion ; and yet that the ſaid Sheriffs were ſtill charged 
in groſs with the ſame, to their great burthen and grievance; it was 
in the 34th year of the ſaid late King H. VIII. enacted by parlia- 
ment in the cafe of theſe Sheriffs, and of all Sheriffs for the time 
to come, That the ſaid Sheriffs ſhould be charged to anſwer upon 


their accompts yearly, ſuch rents and ſums of money of the natures 


aforeſaid only, as by the particular rentals or vicountiels, by them to be 
yearly delivered in upon oath, they ſhould ſet forth and make appear to be 
by them leviable ; and that they ſhould be diſcharged of all the re- 
ſidue which they, upon their oaths, ſhould affirm to be illeviable 
by virtue of the ſaid act of parliament, which hath been ſo con- 
tinued accordingly ever fince: Howbeit, the Sheriffs have, from 
time to time complained, and ſtill complain againſt the writing forth 
of more to be levied and anſwered by them upon their accompts, than 


uch rents and ſums of money, only as appears upon the oaths of their 


predeceſſors, Sheriffs, to be leviable; and that the reſt appearing to be 


illeviable, ought to be removed out of their ſaid annual roll, and 
commiſſions thereupon to be awarded out of the Exchequer, for 
reviving the fame, according to the true intention of the ſaid ſtatute 
of 34 H. VIII. which the now Lord Chief Baron, and the reſt of 
the Barons taking into their ſerious conſideration, and being willing 
and defirous, fo far forth as may ſtand with the preſervation of the

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due ri ghts of the commonwealth, to give all fitting eaſe and ſatis- 
faction to Sheriffs therein, according to the meaning of the faid 
ſtatute of 34 H. VIII. and according to the ſtatute of Rutland, 

10 Ed. I. whereby it is provided, that nothing ſhall be written out 
to the Sheriffs, but ſuch ferms and debts whereof there 1s ſome 
hope that ſomething may be levied, And that all dead ferms and 
deſperate debts are to be removed from the annual or great roll into 
the exannual roll, and not to be written forth in proceſs to the She- 
riff, but to be inquired of, to ſee if any thing may be revived. Where-. 
upon the ſaid Lord Chief Baron, and the reſt of the Barons, calling 
before them the clerk of the Pipe, with the ſecondaries, and the reſt of 
the ſworn clerks of the faid office, and upon debate of the buſineſs, 
finding it to be a work of great difficulty, labour and care, to examine 
and ſet forth in every county, from the originals and records of ſuch 
antiquity to be compared with later times, the particulars which are 
from henceforth to be written to the Sheriffs to levy in certain, and 
ſuch as are for the reaſons aforeſaid to be removed out of the ſaid an- 
nual roll, have nevertheleſs, in eaſe of all Sheriffs for time to come, 
with reſpect to the labour and care of the officers and clerks to be 
by them undergone therein; it is this day ordered, that the clerk of 
the Pipe, the ſecondaries, and other ſworn clerks of the ſaid office, 
in their ſeveral aſſignments, ſhall, in purſuance of the faid ſtatute 
of Rutland, and the faid ſtatute of 34 H. VIII. uſe their beſt en- 
deavour, diligence and care, with as much convenient ſpeed as a 
work. of ſo great labour and conſequence may well be performed, 

fully to explain and ſet forth, and ſhall from henceforth fully ex- 
plain and ſet forth, in the ſubſequent annual roll of this court, ſo 
many of the particular rents as they find out and diſcover by any of 
the remembrances, books, vicountiels of Sheriffs, or other records 
of this court, to have been, and which be appertaining to the mak- 
ing up of every of the ſaid ferms ſo charged in groſs ſums as afore- 
ſaid, and ſhall therein diſtinguiſh which, and how much of thoſe 
particular rents have been, and are to be yearly anſwered, 
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And ſo ahh of the ſaid ferms as cannot be explained by ſetting 
forth the particulars, together with the particulars ſo ſet forth'and 
explained, which have been in decay and unanſwered by the ſpace 
of forty years laſt paſt, and which are become illeviable, ſhall be 
thereupon removed and conveyed out of the ſaid annual roll and 
Sheriffs accompts, into the exanual roll of this court; and that 
commiſſions and proceſs ſhall be from time to time awarded to regain 
and recover the. ſame, according to the true intention of the faid 
ſtatutes (a). 


In purſuance of this regulation, the charge on the Sheriff of Nor- 
folk (5) in groſs ſums for the ferm de remanente firma comitatus poſt ter- 


ras datas, and de cremento comitatus, and ſuch other charges in groſs, 


were wholly omitted and left out of the great roll of the Pipe. And 
inſtead thereof the particular rents and.vicountiels which made up 


| thoſe ferms and groſs charges, or as many of them as could be diſ- 


covered and aſcertained, were with great care and perſpicuity charged 
on the Sheriffs in the ſummons, and great roll of the Pipe, un- 
der the title of the ſeveral Hundreds wherein the lands charged 
therewith lay enumerating therein the particular lands in each 
vill, and the rents wherewith they were ſeverally charged, and, as 
far forth as could be diſcovered, the names of the ſeveral perſons 
who paid them. This will appear from the inſpection of the ex- 
tracts of the Pipe rolls for the county of Norfolk for the years 16 50 and 
1655, in the Appendix No. III. Such of the vicountiels and other 
rents, which had not been anſwered during the laſt forty years next 
preceding, were removed out of the great roll of the Pipe, into the

exannual roll, to be put in proceſs whey they ſhould be diſcovered, 
which few of them ever were. 


The Firma de proficuis Contlintih was for the moſt part put 
out of the great roll, in regard the profits of the Sheriffs courts, 
whether hundred courts, county courts, or turns for which that ferm 
was anſwered, did not then, or had for a long time before, ſcarce 
quit the charges of keeping thoſe courts, and had therefore been 
conſtantly ſworn off by the Sheriffs, by virtue of the ſtatute of the 2d 
and 3d Ed. VI. 


And upon this foot the Sheriff of Norfolk's ferms and account ſtood 
until the Reſtoration of King Charles the Second, when the officers 
of the Pipe immediately departed from the method introduced by the 
regulation of 1650, and inſtead thereof, charged the Sheriff with the 
amount of all the rents in each hundred in one ſum in groſs (a); 
but this manner of charge was of very ſhort duration. 


In the 13 & 14 Car. II. an act of Parliament was made * for 

« eaſe in paſſing Sheriffs accounts ()“ which recites, that the 
office of Sheriff, as well by reaſon of the great and unneceſſary 
charges in the time of aſſizes and other publick meetings, as 
by the tedious attendance and charge of Sheriffs in paſſing of their 
accounts in the Exchequer, had of late years been very burthen- 
' ſome to the gentry of this realm, who in the late times of tyranny 
and oppreſſion have been great ſufferers, and thereby much impo- 
veriſhed in their eſtates and fortunes. And to the end that Sheriffs 
may, for the time future, be eafed of the great charge and trouble 
- which they heretofore have been put to in paſſing their accounts in 
the Exchequer, occaſioned partly in regard that divers ſums of money 
have ſtood charged upon them in groſs, without expreſſing from what 
perſons, for what cauſe, or out of what lands or tenements the ſame 
are to be particularly levied, or out of what particulars the ſaid ſums

And that no proceſs ſhall 
from henceforth be written forth to any Sheriff for the levying of the 
ſame, or any of them, nor for any other rent or ferm which cannot 
be explained by ſetting forth the particulars thereof, or which have 
been unanſwered by the ſpace of forty years laſt paſt, and that all other 
dead ferms and ſeizures,. and all deſperate, illeviable, and unintel- 
ligible debts. ſhall be removed out of the annual roll and Sheriffs 
charge, into the exannual roll, there to remain, until by commiſſion 
they ſhall be reviewed and made anſwerable,- upon pain that 
every officer or officers in the ſaid Exchequer, who ſhall in any thing 
offend contrary to this preſent act, ſhall forfeit the ſum of 40 J. for 
every ſuch offence, whereof one moiety ſhall be to the King, his 
heirs and ſucceſſors, and the other moiety to the party or parties who

The next year 16 Car. II. the clerks of the Pipe, in compliance 


with what was directed by the act of the 13 & 14 Car. II. inſerted 
in the great roll for the lis of Norfolk, the particulars of all the rents 


and ferms the Sheriff was to collect for the crown. This they performed 
with great care and exactneſs, without referring to former rolls, ex- 
cept in one inſtance, where the ſetting forth the rents would have 
been an exceſſive lengthening of the proceſs ; for avoiding whereof 
they referred to the particulars, as more fully ſtated in the great rolls 
for the years 1650 or 1655. This is fully explained by the extract 
of the Pipe roll for the 16 Car. II. ſet forth in the Appendix, No. V. 

which contains a copy of ſo much of that roll for the county of Nor- 
folk as relates to the rents in queſtion. The intention and defign 
of the a& of Car. II. being thus complied with, and the Sheriff 
thereby fully appriſed, out of what lands, and from whom he was 
to collect theſe crown rents, it was thought unneceſſary, in any 
of the ſubſequent years, to load the future pipe rolls with the enu- 
meration of each minute rent; and therefore, in the Pipe roll of the 
very next year 17 Car. II. the amount of all the rents in each vill or 
townſhip were computed and charged on the Sheriff in one groſs ſum, 
with a reference ſicut continetur in rotulo xv1*. Regis hujus in Norf. 
ubi prædicti reddit. particulariter & plene memorantur. And the 
ſame form hath ever ſince been obſerved, as will appear by com- 
paring the extracts from the Pipe rolls of the 17 and 22 Car. II. ſet 
forth in the Appendix, Ne. VI. & N'. VII. with that of the 27 Geo. II. 
in the Appendix, Ne. I. (a) 


When we reflect that Sir Matthew Hale preſided i in the court of 
Exchequer during this period (5) and his intimate knowledge of, 
and attention to the method of Sheriffs accompts is conſidered, it

The KING againſt MILES BRANTHWAYTE, Eſq; 


ERM Y Harcourt of the City of Norwich, Gentleman, who 
was Underſheriff to Miles Branthwayte, Eſq; late Sheriff of Mr. Jang, | 
the county of Norfolk, maketh oath, and ſaith, That upon entering „ 
on his ſaid late office, he, this deponent, was apprehenſive that great men 
difficulties would ariſe in collecting or receiving the farms, rents, and N 
debts to be written in proceſs to the ſaid late Sheriff, in and by the 
ſummons of the Pipe, and that he, this deponent, ſhould be unable 
to get many of ſuch farms, rents and debts, unleſs the lands and 


tenements

tenements charged therewith reſpectively could be diſcovered and pointed 
out more particularly than bad been theretofore done, by reaſon that hav- 
ing ſeveral times before executed the ſaid office of Underſheriff to 
divers former Sheriffs of the ſaid county, he, this deponent, had 
experienced, that the inhabitants of the townſhips, and other per- 
ſons of whom this deponent hath formerly cauſed ſuch farms, rents 
and debts, or ſome of them to be demanded, have abſolutely refuſed 
the payment thereof, and threatened to bring actions againſt the bai- 
liffs by this deponent employed (as ſuch bailiffs have informed this 
deponent, and as he verily believes) if they attempted to levy the 
fame, alledging as a cauſe for ſuch refuſal, that the particular lands 
or tenements charged with ſuch farms, rents or debts, were not ex- 
preſſed in the warrants granted to ſuch bailiffs for the levying there- 
of, which warrants this deponent faith, were made agreeable to the 
ſummons of the Pipe, and as particularly as ſuch ſummons enabled 
this deponent to make the ſame ; and therefore, and becauſe this 
deponent thought it unreaſonable, and that it never could be intend- 
ed he ſhould anſwer and pay many of ſuch farms, rents and debts, 
out of his own pocket, and with his own proper money, as he had 
ſeveral times before done, and at the ſame time was deſirous to do, 
all in his power, for the obtaining and recovering thereof, he, this 
deponent, after receiving the ſummons of the Pipe to the ſaid late 
Sheriff directed, did endeavour to find out and diſcover the parti- 
cular lands or tenements charged with the ſeveral farms, rents, 
and debts therein expreſſed, that this deponent might ſafely levy 
the ſame. And for that purpoſe, in or about Trinity term laſt paſt, 
he did apply himſelf 70 William Whitehead, Gentleman, one of the 
Attorneys of the Pipe (in whoſe diviſion the ſaid county of Norfolk 1s) 
who very readily ſearched and inſpected, in the preſence of this deponent, 
divers antient rolls in the office of the Pipe, but no ſuch information as 
this deponent Jought for could be obtained therefrom, ſuch rolls giving no 
further or more particular account or deſcription of the lands or tene- 
ments charged with the farms, rents or debts aforeſaid, than were com- 
priſed in the ſaid mT of the Pipe: And the ſaid Mr. Whitehead 
aſſured 
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aſſured this deponent, and he, this deponent, verily believes, that it was 
not in the power of him, the ſame Mr. Whitehead to give this deponent 
any further or other information in the premiſes. And this deponent 
further faith, that knowing the inhabitants of almoſt all the town- 
ſhips within the hundreds of Loddon and Clavering in the faid county, 
had formerly ſeverally refuſed the payment of the ſeveral rents in 
and by the ſaid fummons of the Pipe, charged upon ſuch town- 
ſhips reſpectively, this deponent determined to have a particular de- 
mand made of thoſe rents before his appoſal herein after-mentioned ; 
and therefore, on or about the twenty fixth day of January laſt paſt, 


he did cauſe a warrant to be made out, in the name, and under the 


ſeal of office of the ſaid late Sheriff, directed to Arnell Johnſon, then 
one of his bailiffs, for the obtaining and getting ſuch rents, which 
faid warrant this deponent did deliver to- the ſaid Arnell Johnſon, 
with directions to go therewith to the ſeveral townſhips within the 
hundreds aforeſaid, and demand of the officers of each of thoſe pa- 
riſhes the reſpective rents upon ſuch townſhips, reſpectively charged 
as aforeſaid, and he, the faid bailiff did accordingly go and make ſuch 
demands, but was unable to get or receive the ſeveral rents, or an 

of them charged upon the ſeveral townſhips within the hundreds. 
aforeſaid, in a ſchedule hereafter written mentioned, the officers of 
ſuch townſhips reſpectively refuſing to pay the ſame, as the ſaid bai- 
liff informed this deponent, and as he this deponent, verily believes, 
and as by an affidavit of the ſaid Arnell Johnſon may appear. And 
this deponent further faith, that his endeavours to diſcover the par- 
ticular lands or tenements charged with the ſeveral farms, rents, 
and debts aforeſaid, proving ineffectual, and the inhabitants of ma- 
ny of the townſhips in the faid writ mentioned, refuſing to pay the 
ſame, and threatening to bring actions in caſe a diſtreſs was made;

« wherein the perſons of whom, or the lands or tenements out of 
« which, together with the cauſe for which the ſame ſhall be ſo le-

POSTSCRIPT 


A TOTICE of the order of the 6th of July 1756 was directed 
; to be given 70 the clerk of the. Pipe, —and on the 18th Nov. 
1756, the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury directed the officers 
of the Pipe to ſtate the original of the rents complained of, and the 
lands or eflates charged with the payment of them from the records in 
their cuſtody, this however they did not do. If the officers of 
the Pipe would have ſet about this ſervice, they certainly might have 
performed it with more accuracy, diſpatch, and exactneſs (it being a 
matter entirely within their own department) than it could poflibly 
be done by any other perſon, much leſs by the collector of theſe pa- 
pers, who when he engaged in the preſent inquiry, was an entire 
ſtranger to the official forms and records of the pipe office, and 
who has been obliged to ſearch for and extract his materials out of 
ancient records, neglected for near a century, at great expence to the 


public, without receiving the leaſt aſſiſtance from thoſe whoſe duty 
it was to have furniſhed him with every fact, and every light neceſ- 


ſary to explain the preſent ſubject. 


The fatigue and drudgery attending an examination of this kind 
can be figured only by perſons converſant in matters of this fort, and 
was what no conſideration would have induced him to undertake, had 
not the repeated aſſurances of the clerks of the Pipe, that the at- 
tempt would be fruitleſs, and that none of the Pipe rolls could explain

what was required from them, convinced him, that an ancient reve- 


nue of the crown, worth to be fold near 300, ooo l. would, if he de- 
clined it, be in hazard and danger of being loſt. 


The reſult of this inquiry juſtifies the attempt, and proves the af- 
ſertion of the officers of the Pipe, That the ancient rolls of the Pipe 
© could give no further or more particular account or deſeription of the 
lands or tenements charged with the farms and rents in queſtion, than 
dere compriſed in the ſummons of the Pipe of the 27th year of bis pre- 
« ſent Majeſty to be a great miſtake,” (a) it being clearly made appear by 
the foregoing State of Facts, that the particulars of all the rents com- 
prized in the preſent complaint are minutely expreſſed, and the lands 
and tenements charged with the payment thereof particularized and 
aſcertained in the Pipe rolls of the years 1650, 16-55. and 16 Car. II:
